Zent said he doesn’t plan on hosting 
any events to gain voters’ attention. 

“We [Zent and Toney] don’t want to 
bother people with anything too extrav- 
agant,” Zent said.

However, Zent said he doesn’t be- 
lieve that his campaign posters — 
some of which feature squirrels or 
a Victoria’s Secret model — and rap 
video are too over-the-top.

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ASI bylaw 
changes 
to be on 
this year’s 
ballot 


The changes include 
term limits and affect 
veto authorities.

This year’s Associated Students 
Inc. ballot contains two referendums 
that students will have the opportu- 
nity to vote on, including one that 
would, if passed, put the multi-mil- 
lion dollar organization back in com- 
pliance with California law. 

Proposed amendments to the orga- 
nization’s bylaws include the removal 
of presidential veto authority, cre- 
ation of executive term limits and a 
change to the number of voting mem- 
bers on the ASI Board of Directors. 

As a nonprofit auxiliary organiza- 
tion, ASI is bound by rules set forth 
by the California Nonprofit Corpora- 
tion Law, which governs the forma- 
tion, operation and dissolution of 
various types of California nonprofit 
corporations, according to ASI Ex- 
ecutive Director Richard Haller. 

ASI has been out of compliance 
with California law since 2010, ac- 
cording to Haller. 

The majority of proposed changes 
to Chapter I of the bylaws is simple 
housekeeping and grammatical 
changes that need to be done because 
there hasn’t been a major overhaul of 
the bylaws in more than 30 years, ac- 
cording to Haller. 

“During that time, individual sec- 
tions have been amended about 10 
times, but never have I seen an entire 
rewrite,” Haller said. 

All the changes, however, will still 
affect students, ASI President John 
Haberstroh said. 

“Students themselves will not see a 
direct impact, but what they will see is 
a more responsive student government,

The City of Long Beach looks to 
break down options for breakwater 


The city will request a study of possible 
reconfiguration for the rock formation.

At its March 12 meeting, the Long 
Beach City Council made a break- 
through in the breakwater reconfigu- 


ration effort. 

The City Council unanimously 
voted to authorize additional funding 
toward a federal study for reconfigu- 
ration of the Long Beach breakwater. 

The breakwater, a rock forma- 
tion built in 1949 to harbor and pro- 
tect a once stationed U.S. naval fleet, 
stretches from about the Queen Mary 
to the Alamitos Bay, blocking wave 


activity from breaking onto the city’s 
shores. - 

The Surfrider Foundation, the lead- 
ing environmental group pushing for 
reconfiguration, states in its official 
brochure that there has been increased 
demand for the breakwater’s removal 
from thousands of Long Beach resi- 
dents since the naval base closed in 
1997. 

Vice Mayor Robert Garcia said a 
study to determine the possibility of

Haller said his main concern is that 
if students don’t approve the measure, 
ASI will still be out of compliance 
with some major provisions of the Cal- 
ifornia Corporations Code. 

“While no one is threatening [ASI] 
with a fine or anything, it’s not a posi- 
tion that you want to be in because it 
kind of makes the organization look 
like they’re thumbing their nose at the 
state of California and its laws,” Haller 


said. 

Haberstroh said that passage of the 
Chapter I bylaws will also allow the 
Senate to make changes to the Chapter 
II bylaws. 

Chapter II of the ASI Bylaws do not 
require approval by the student body, 
but they do require a two-thirds major- 
ity vote by members of the Senate. 

Haberstroh said one of the in- 
tended changes to Chapter II would 
be to change the way that senators- 
at-large are elected by requiring 
each candidate to run for a specific 
constituency. Currently, the top six 
candidates are elected by the stu- 
dents and assigned a constituency 
by the vice president, according to 
Haberstroh, 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 


said that under the current AS Bylaws, 
the vice president chooses six out of 
eight constituencies and assigns them 
at his discretion. 

“T appoint the constituency, and the 
students don’t have any say, which is 
kind of silly since the senators are rep- 
resentatives for the students,” Bolin said. 

Haberstroh said the changes to the 
bylaws would make senators-at-large 
more accountable to the people who 
have elected them. 

There are a number of other intend- 
ed changes to Chapter II, but for now, 
ASI is focusing on passing Chapter | 
and regaining compliance with the 
state of California. 

The ASI elections will begin Friday 
and continue through Wednesday. Stu- 
dents can vote online via email.

Students need to exercise their power to vote in ASI elections

‘Stoker’ has a great director, a terrible script 


The film’s director, Park Chan- 
wook, makes the best of some 
bad dialogue and characters.

Director Park Chan-wook is known amongst film 
geeks and fans of Asian cinema as one of the most 
inventive, twisted and unique modern filmmakers in 
existence. His films “Oldboy” and “Sympathy for Mr. 
Vengeance” took the revenge thriller genre to another 
level, and his film “Thirst” took the idea of a vampire 
love story like “Twilight” and showed how disturbing 
it would be in reality. 

“Stoker” is Park’s first American film, and fans 
hoped that he would bring his off-the-wall sensi- 
bilities to the film. Luckily for them, he has deliv- 
ered what they wanted with his imagery, but the 
film itself suffers from weak characters and a bad 
script. 

The film stars Mia Wasikowska (Alice in Wonder- 
land) as India Stoker, a girl whose life is turned upside 
down when her father dies in a mysterious accident on 
her 18th birthday. Immediately afterwards, her creepy 
but strangely charming Uncle Charlie (Matthew 
Goode) comes to stay with her and her mother (Ni- 
cole Kidman). Charlie’s intentions are not clear, and 


his strange relationship with India’s mother makes her 
suspicious that he may be up to no good. 

The problem with this film is the pacing of the dia- 
logue. The script, by actor Wentworth Miller of the 
television show “Prisonbreak,” sounds like it has been 
translated on Google from a foreign language. People 
pause for long stretches of time between sentences, 
and the way family members speak to each other is 
clunky and awkward. 

Some of the dreamlike quality of the film is inten- 
tional and adds to its eerie nature, but unfortunately 
because of this the characters suffer. Wasikowska, 
Goode and Kidman all play their roles fantastically 
but are never once believable as actual human beings; 
therefore, it is almost impossible to care when horrible 
things start to happen to them. 

The teenage characters in the film are absolutely 
unbearable. Teenage bullying has been portrayed in 
tons of films before, but every single guy at India’s 


school is a borderline sociopath. As rude and awful as 
teenage boys can be, it is tough to believe they would 
be willing to actually beat up an attractive girl just 
because she’s kind of quiet. 

Kidman does great work in the film, but her char- 
acter is given almost nothing. Her clear attraction 
to Charlie doesn’t go anywhere, and it’s never ex- 
plained why she is so willing to jump ship to her 
dead husband’s brother about a day after he’s in the 
ground. 

Park is such a skilled director that it’s almost im- 
possible to notice how illogical the plot of the film 
is until you’re walking out of the theater to your car. 
Every transition is absolutely mesmerizing. A close- 
up of a character’s hair seamlessly transitions into a 
field of grass, characters walk from one scene into 
another as the background changes around them and 
a simple dinner scene involves camera flourishes that 
are a joy to watch. Film fans will be watching Park 
do his thing more than they will be watching what 
the Stoker family is actually doing, which is prob- 
ably a good idea. 

Earlier this year, another beloved South Korean di- 
rector Kim Ji-woon made his American debut with the 
Arnold Schwarzeneggar shlock-fest “The Last Stand.” 
That film was not well received by critics and Kim’s 
artistic touch was lost in the silliness. 

Even though “Stoker” is not a triumph, it is re- 
freshing to know that Park’s unique brand of insane 
filmmaking was not at all watered-down in his trip 
overseas. Hopefully his talents will be used on a 
more engaging and competently written story next 
time.

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49ers suffer worst defeat in 23 years in first round of NIT 


LBSU loses to Baylor 
by 46 points in its 
worst loss since 1990.

There are ugly games, and then there 
is what transpired in Waco, Texas on 
Wednesday night. 

In its worst loss since 1990 (122-75 
against UNLV), the Long Beach State 
men’s basketball team saw its season 
come to an end as it fell 112-66 at Bay- 
lor in the first round of the National In- 
vitational Tournament (NIT). 


Baylor star Pierre Jackson — who 
led the Big 12 in scoring and assists 
averaging 19.8 points and 6.5 dimes a 
night — saw himself removed from the 
starting lineup after failing to show up 
to a meeting on time. 

The senior guard sat out the first six 
minutes, but his teammates picked up 
the slack as the Bears jumped out to an 
early 16-6 advantage and eventually 
led by as many as 29. They took a 59-34 
lead into the half. 

Unable to mount any type of sus- 
tained run, things only got worse for 
the seventh-seeded ‘Niners (19-14) af- 
ter the break, as the No. 4 Bears (19-14) 
outscored LBSU 53-32. 

Brady Heslip was unconscious from 
behind the 3-point line, knocking down 
six out of eight long range jumpers in 


the first half alone. 

“We had seen Heslip shoot before,” 
LBSU head coach Dan Monson said. 
“We had film. But we didn’t compete 
defensively, and it is really disappoint- 
ing to end like that.” 

The junior guard ended the night 
with a game-high 26 points on 8-of-11 
shooting from the field (all on threes) 
and 2-of-3 from the free-throw line. 

Heslip led the balanced scoring at- 
tack as one of seven Bears in double 
figures, and Baylor outshot The Beach 
60.6 percent to 34.4 on the night. 

Monson added that his team just 
wasn’t prepared for the game or active 
enough once it began. 

“In 30 years of doing this, this is 
as non-competitive as I’ve ever had a 
team,” he said. “I’m embarrassed, and 


it’s my fault because as the coach you 
have to get teams ready to play in these 
types of situations, and obviously we 
weren’t ready to play.” 

Kris Gulley paced The Beach with a 
team-high 13 points and five rebounds 
off the bench while juniors Tony Free- 
land and Keala King added 12 points 
apiece for the 49ers. 

Big West Player of the Year and 
professional prospect James Ennis fin- 
ished his collegiate career by extending 
his double-figure scoring streak to 38 
games with 10 points. He also had three 
steals, an assist and a rebound. 

The highlight of the night for The 
Beach came when Ennis snuck into the 
passing lane, stole the ball and converted 
a thunderous reverse two-handed jam. 

The senior guard said on Monday

that the NIT was his final chance for 
national exposure, as he hopes to be 
playing at the highest level soon. 

“Hopefully I’ll get a job in the NBA,” 
he said. “That’s my goal, just keep work- 
ing. No days off, just stay in the gym.” 

Baylor will go on to face third-seed- 
ed Arizona State (22-12) in the second 
round of the NIT. 


Women’s basketball team falls flat in opening round of WNIT 


The 49er women 
were held to under 50 
points in an opening- 
round loss to Utah.

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team had to settle for a cameo 
appearance at the Women’s National 
Invitational Tournament after 56-49 to 
Utah in the opening round last night at 
the Walter Pryamid. 

After a disappointing first-round 
exit from the Big West tournament last 
week, the 49ers earned their first post- 
season berth since 2000 and an oppor- 
tunity to end their season on a higher 
note. 

Despite the loss, ‘Niners head coach 
Jody Wynn said she was grateful for the 
chance to play in the WNIT. She said 
the chance to play in the postseason 
itself was enough to salvage the disap- 
pointment of losing in the first round of 
the Big West tournament to Cal State 
Fullerton last week. 

“It was an awesome opportunity 
to play in the postseason for the first 
time in 13 years,” Wynn said. “We’re

fortunate to have an administration 
to care deeply about women’s bas- 
ketball to step up and this game. We 
lost, but we grew so much through- 
out the year and learned what we can 
do.” 

Sophomore guard Alex Sanchez led 
The Beach with 13 points and six as- 
sists. Forward Ella Clark also pitched 
in 11 points on a 3-of-7 shooting from 
behind the 3-point line. 

Sanchez’s turnaround layup with 
three minutes in put the 49ers up 6-5, 
but that ended up being their last lead 
of the night. The Utes went on to take 
a 10-6 lead a minute later after a Taryn 
Wicijowski hit a hook shot and Rachel 
Messer drained 3-pointer. 

Despite trailing for the rest of the 
half, the ‘Niners kept within striking 
distance thanks to a defensive effort 
that held Utah to 43.5 percent field goal 
shooting. Sophomore guard Chantel 
Dooley sparked the 49ers’ defense from 
the outset with her quick feet and ac- 
tive hands, highlighted by an acrobatic 
high-flying blocked shot on a 3-point 
attempt by Wilson Cheyenne at the 7:27 
mark. 

However, The Beach had a struggle 
of its own offensively, as it shot just 
38.1 percent from the field and commit- 
ted eight turnovers. 

The Utes extended their lead to 
22-15 after Iwalani Rodrigues hit a 
3-pointer at the 3:43 mark. The 49ers

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cut the deficit back down to four two 
minutes later with a Dooley layup 
and Ella Clark’s three, but Michelle 
Plouffe’s fade away jumper with a 
minute remaining gave Utah a 26-20 
lead at halftime. 

A three by Clark from the corner 10 
seconds into the second half brought 
the ‘Niners back within three points, 
but their offensive struggle continued 
as the Utes steadily extended their 
lead. 

After Clark’s 3-pointer, Utah went 
on an 11-5 run, capped by Plouffe’s 
midrange jumper for a 37-28 lead. 

The 49ers started applying full court 
pressure on the Utes out of desperation. 
The sudden rise of defensive intensity 
worked briefly for the “Niners, as they 
compiled a 9-4 run to cut the deficit to 
just four points with seven minutes re- 
maining. 

Utah then responded with a 13-2 
run to go up 54-39 with three minutes 
left in regulation, putting the game 
away. 

LBSU managed only 38 percent 
shooting from the field for the game, 
while the Utes’ improved offense after 
the intermission helped them shoot 52.6 
percent for the half and 47.6 percent 
overall. 

The loss officially ends the 2012-13 
season for the 49ers. Utah will face the 
winner of tonight’s San Diego-Hawaii 
game in Round 2 this weekend. 
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Chantel Dooley (13) and the 49ers couldn't get past the Utah defense.
